May it please Your Excellency : 

We, the Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin 
Hospitals, have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this 
our Fifty-fourth Annual Report under Statute 19 & 20 Viet., 
cap. 110, passed on the 29th July, 1856, entitled [Dublin Hospitals 
Regulation Act. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1912, we have inspected 
all the Hospitals which receive grants from Parliament. 

Viz. : — 

1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. Steevens’ Hospital. 

3. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

4. Cork Street Eever Hospital. 

5. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

(a) Hardwicke Eever Hospital. 

(b) Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

(c) Richmond Surgical Hospital. * 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 

of the Concordatum Fund. 

On these occasions we carefully observed and inquired into the 
state and condition of each institution to ascertain that the wards 
were clean and well ventilated, that every provision was made for 
the treatment, comfort, and welfare of the patients, and that the 
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Fifty-fourth Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

several buildings were kept in good repair and in a sanitary con- 
dition. We made inquiries respecting the current expenses of 
each hospital and the system of purchasing, storing, cooking, and 
issuing supplies; we looked into the nursing arrangements, and 
into the means available in each hospital for the extinction of an 
outbreak of fire, and for the escape of the inmates in the event of 
such an occurrence, and in fact, into all such matters as might 
assist us in supervising these hospitals, and in reporting thereon 
in accordance with the provisions of the 18th section of the Act 
of 19 & 20 Viet., cap. 110. 

In the Appendix we set forth two sets of tables. One set. tells 
of the work done — viz., the number and the nature of cases 
treated in each hospital during the year, the average number of 
beds occupied, the average time spent under treatment by each 
patient, the number of deaths. The other set has reference to 
the economic side of the question. Table No. I shows for each 
hospital its income and the sources thereof. No. 2 the average 
costs per bed for maintenance and for establishment and for both 
combined, but exclusive of buildings and furniture. No. .‘1 sets 
forth in detail the chief heads of expenditure. No. 4 the prices 
for each article supplied to each hospital per contract or other- 
wise. There is also appended a form giving the names of the 
governors of each hospital and the number of their attendances 
during the year. 

A study of these tables, taken in conjunction with what we 
ourselves have observed, enables us to report that the hospitals 
under the superintendence of this Board fulfil in an economical 
and thorough way the objects for which they were instituted. 

As regards matters general to the hospitals under our superin- 
tendence there is little calling for remark. 

In our report last year we drew attention to the probable effect 
on Charitable Hospitals of the Bill for Insurance against sickness 
and invalidity. As it has not yet come into force we can still 
only speculate on its results. It is plain that when it does, many 
questions of great interest affecting hospitals will arise. On 
these we shall be in a better position to report to Your Excellency 
next year. 


THE RICHMOND, WHITWORTH, AND HARDWICKE 
HOSPITALS. 

This very admirable institution we found at our inspection to 
be in excellent working order, and not to have fallen in the least 
away from what we have said of it in former reports. 

Polio wing on the recommendation contained in our report of 
last year, we were informed that a system of Registration for 
Out-patients on the card system, based on that in use in Guy’s 
Hospital, is to be put into force immediately. 

A very excellent addition has been made to the Out-patients’ 
Department by the fitting up of an Extern Operating Room, for 
minor operations on patients not. requiring detention in the 
Hospitals. ! 
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Owing to the Fever Nurses’ Home passing out of the hands of 
the Governors, through the expiry of an old lease, they (the 
Governors) have had to enter into a contract for making consider- 
able extensions to their Nurses’ Home proper— two additional 
storeys are being added to the existing building, one floor of 
which is reserved for Fever Nurses, but completely cut off from 
the remainder of the Home, being provided with a separate 
entrance, dining hall, &c. 

During, the alterations to the Nurses’ Home, it was necessary 
to find accommodation for nurses in the existing buildings, and 
this has temporarily reduced the number of beds available for 
patients. It is expected that these alterations will be completed 
before the next inspection. 


THE MEATIi HOSPITAL AND COUNTY- DUBLIN 
INFIRMARY. 

We made a thorough inspection of this Institution, and found 
it, as usual, in excellent working order. We also found that very 
considerable permanent improvements had been effected during 
the year. These include new baths, wash-out sinks for ward 
utensils, w.c.’s, the replacing of old lead pipes by copper pipes ; 
the kitchens had been thoroughly overhauled, and two new 
ranges had been supplied ; also all the wards of the Hospital had 
been repainted. The sum of £973 on account has been paid, but 
the total cost of these necessary improvements will amount to 
about £1,600. This expenditure, will be defrayed out of the sum 
of £2,250, awarded to this Hospital from the Munificent gift of 
The Right Hon. Viscount Iveagh in commemoration of King 
George the Fifth’s visit to Dublin. 

ROYAL VICTORIA EYE AND EAR HOSPITAL. 

The inspection of this Hospital afforded us, as usual, great 
satisfaction. We came away feeling that for it there was nothing 
to be desired except the speedy completion of the West Wing. 

It is being worked in the most admirable fashion, and it gives 
us pleasure to endorse the following remarks of the Visiting 
Committee of the Dublin Hospitals Sunday Fund as regards the 
new Out-patient Department : — 

“ This building is practically fireproof, all the floors being laid 
on concrete. It affords ample accommodation for the reception, 
examination and treatment with the most recent scientific appli- 
ances, of patients afflicted with diseases of the eye, of the ear, 
and of the throat. It is probably the finest and best equipped 
building of its kind in the kingdom, yet none too good for the 

work which has to be done in it.” , 

In ‘the Intern Department during the year 1911, 1,455 patients 
coming from all parts of Ireland, and of all ages, were admitted 
to beds in the Hospital, which they occupied for an aggregate 
number of 30,518 days, giving an average of 83.58 beds occupied 
daily throughout the year. 
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In the Out-patient Department, 8,425 new patients were regis- 
tered, and 2,350 who had been treated in previous years returned 
for further treatment, making a total of 10,775 persons attended 
to in this Department by the Surgical Staff during the- year. 
The aggregate number of visits paid by these patients was 
45,834 — an average :of 152.2 .out-patients daily throughout the. 
year. 


WESTMORELAND LOOK HOSPITAL. 

On inspection we found this Hospital in a very satisfactory 
condition ; the wards and all parts of the building were 
scrupulously clean and well ventilated ; the quality of the supplies 
as seen in the larder and store rooms was excellent ; the clothes 
and tidiness of the inmates were creditable ; they all looked 
satisfied, and expressed themselves so. The Institution seems to 
be as efficient as the Staff can make. Still, as usual, we came 
away from an inspection of it with a sense that while all other 
institutions under our superintendence are advancing, this is 
obsolete, is standing still, and that the question of how the class 
of patients for whom it exists can be best treated remains to be 
answered.

CORK STREET FEVER HOSPITAL. 

General order and neatness prevailed throughout this Institu- 
tion, which advances in every way with the times. We looked 
into every corner of it, and found "every thing praiseworthy. We 
saw that suggestions made by us at previous inspections were 
being given a trial, and that the following improvements have 
been carried out during the year : — A new water main with 
hydrants has been put in ; a new inner room added to the 
laundry ; the bedroom accommodation for the doctors has been 
increased, and they have been given a convenient bathroom ; 
two observation rooms have been added to the Epidemic House ; 
new lavatory blocks have been added to the Eever House, con- 
taining on each floor a male and female block, each of which 
contains a bathroom, two water closets (adult and child), and the 
most up-to-date sanitary troughs for the washing of utensils and 
mackintoshes. 
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The Observation Wards in the Recovery House have been 
heated with radiators, as well as the lavatories. 

Additional lavatory accommodation was added to the Epidemic 
House to serve the new wards. 

THE ROTUNDA HOSPITAL. 

On visiting the several departments of this Hospital we were 
much gratified by the order, regularity and cleanliness which 
prevailed. The valuable assistance it gives to lying-in women — 
great as it undoubtedly is — is equalled, if not excelled, by what 
it does in forwarding medical education. 

On the 6th March, 1912, new Labour Wards were opened, the 
cost of which came to £1,650. The floors are of concrete, having 
a surface of white marble terrazzo mosaic. : The walls are also 
covered to a height of eight feet with pale green terrazzo, the 
remainder of the walls and the ceilings being enamelled in white. 
The heating system is of hot water, and cold, hot, and sterilized 
water are laid on in convenient positions. The wards have been 
fitted with electric light, and the entire equipment is of the most 
modem and approved description, as the Governors considered it 
essential that the design should be carried out in such a manner 
that the improvements will rank with the best of their kind in 
Europe. The suite of wards includes waiting and labour wards, 
an isolation labour ward, with clerical room, dressing room, and 
kitchen, and will afford ample accommodation and facilities to 
allow the carrying on of this important and humane work in the 
most efficient manner possible. 

The outlay on these wards, together with an expenditure of 
£1,158 on repairs, alterations and painting, have left the 
Hospital indebted to the Bank of Ireland in the sum of nearly 
£1,800. We can vouch that the money has been well laid out, 
and that the expenditure may be considered as truly economical. 

STEEVENS’ HOSPITAL. 

A very perfect system of working is evidently established in this 
Hospital, for on all occasions we find it in the same excellent 
order. It does a lot of work, and we have nothing but praise to 
bestow on it. It is the only Hospital under our superintendence 
in which cases of tubercle are treated in a shed — i.e., under no 
protection except that given by a corrugated roof rested against 
a wall. The method is so simple, so educational, so well liked by 
the patients, and gives such good results that we wonder it has 
not been given a fuller trial by the other Hospitals of the City. 

THE ROYAL HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES. 

A thorough inspection of this admirable Institution showed us 
that in no department is there anything calling for alteration, 
and that its special kind of good work, to which we have in 
former reports often alluded, is being done in the most efficient 
fashion. 
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With reference to the proposal mentioned in our remarks of 
last year, to erect in the Hospital grounds a new Pavilion for 1 he 
reception of patients suffering from tubercular diseases, we find 
that it was received with hostility by a number of residents in 1 he 
district, and in response to a requisition signed by eight Life 
Governors, a Special Meeting of the Board of Governors was 
summoned for 27th February, 1012, when it was decided by 
96 votes to 49 votes to abandon the scheme. 


THE COOMBE LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

We found this Hovspital in excellent order both in the Intern 
and Out-patient Departments. It is well to draw attention to 
the large amount of work done by this Hospital and the 
Rotunda in the homes of the poor. There the students and nurses 
find the exact conditions they will meet with in civil employment, 
and coping with these under skilled supervision they learn their 
work in the best possible way. It is to be hoped that when the 
hospitals come to be legislated for, as they necessarily will under 
the Insurance Bill, the requirements of clinical education will be 
kept in mind.
